PITTSBURGH, Apr. 4—Two high 
school students, enroute to their 
classes, were killed when a bolt of 
lightning struck the umbrella under 
which they were walking today. 
The victims were Joseph Larock, 
16. and Paul Uffelman, 19. 
Lafayette Rucker, negro eye-wit­ 
ness to the tragedy, said a blinding 
flash of lightning pierced the sky. 
Immediately after the bolt, he saw' 
the boys, still holding their school 
books, lying on the ground beside 
the umbrella. 
The fatal bolt struck as the boys 
were walking through a field near 
the school. 
The second of two 
flashes of lightning which accom­ 
panied a rainstorm that continued 
throughout the night hit the um­ 
brella, Rucker said. 
First Aid Fails 
School officials resorted to arti­ 
ficial respiration in a vain attem pt 
to restore consciousness. Dr. Omar 
T. Cruikshank rushed to the scene 
and administered first aid before 
the boys were rushed to a hospital. 
Despite efforts of physicians and 
nurses to revive them, both were 
pronounced dead a half hour after 
they were admitted. 
Other students approaching the 
school from several directions at the 
time heard the crash of thunder 
and the subsequent flash of lightn­ 
ing but were not hit. None realized 
their schoolmates had been killed 
until Rucker dashed 
breathlessly 
into the school building with the 
sad news. 


Family tradition was enhanced when Louise Glass of Minden, La., en­ 
rolled at Louisiana State university. Her grandfather was one of the 
first 19 cadets at the university, in 1860, before the outbreak of the Civil 
war when William Tecumseh Sherman, who later gained fame in the war, 
was head of the institution. Miss Glass is a sponsor of the cadet regiment.

MIAMI, Fla., April 4.—President 
Roosevelt today began to “get the 
best” out of his vacation cruise 
aboard Vincent Astor’s yacht the 
Nourmahal. 
This was the word brought to 
white house headquarters at the Mi- 
ami-Biltmore 
hotel here by the 
president’s son, Elliott, after a flying 
visit with his father. 
Poor Fishing Luck 
The Nourmahal was lying in the 
vicinity of Elbow Key, about 200 
miles south of here, where barra­ 
cuda. bonefish and sailfish were 
presumed to abound. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s fishing luck has been far from 
the best within the past several 
days, and he was determined to re­ 
main in this location until it bet­ 
tered. 
Numerous rumors that the presi­ 
dent’s health was not so good, and 
that he planned to land at Havana 
or some other point in southern 
waters, were set at rest by Elliott 
when he returned here to spend the 
night before leaving for Washing­ 
ton. 
The president’s son was ques­ 
tioned closely regarding the reports 
of the president’s health. 
His an­ 
swer was given with a smile. 
He 
said: 
“He’s not injured; he’s not sick; 
he’s feeling swell. He is really just 
beginning to get thé best ovt of the 
trip.” 
President Enjoying Self 
Elliott said he found his father 
clad in the usual Roosevelt “rough­ 
ing” clothes, and enjoying himself 
immensely. 
Reports that the president in­ 
tended to meet the president of 
Haiti during the cruise were not so 
easy to down as were those that the 
executive was sick or intended to 
land. Officials here refused to deny 
or affirm these reports. 
Conse­ 
quently it was inferred that during 
the cruise, somewhere, the executive 
might receive aboard the Nourma- 
hal the president of the little re­ 
public. 
There have been persistent rumors 
that Mr. Roosevelt intended to put 
into a Cuban harbor during his trip. 
These have been informally denied, 
but continued to circulate with lit­ 
tle more than cursory discounting.

Insull himself did not renounce 
his American citizenship. 
His law­ 
yers, seeking every possible loop­ 
hole, contended that since he has 
no papers of identification he has 
no apparent nationality. 
With their appeal rejected by the 
criminal courts the Insull attorneys 
planned an appeal to a higher court, 
protesting the entire procedure as 
irregular. 
They were warned, how­ 
ever, that all appeals would fail. 
Insull, now pictured as virtually 
without funds, was understood to

It was clear he intended to 
use the several days, perhaps even 
weeks, which he must remain in cus­ 
tody here in a fight to the last ditch 
against the American government.

had been cancelled, he no longer was 
an American citizen. 
Born in Eng- 
land, Insull contended he is now a 
British subject. 


Still Extraditable 


Word came from Washington that 


cancellation of a passport would not 
necessarily mean the loss of citizen- 
ship, and that if it did, Insull still 
would be extraditable, since his al- 
leged crimes were committed in the 
United States. 
Insull himself did not renounce 
his American citizenship. 
His law- 


yers, seeking every possible loop- 
hole, contended that since he has 
no papers of identification he has 
no apparent nationality. 


With their appeal rejected by the 


criminal courts the Insull attorneys 
planned an appeal to a higher court, 
protesting the entire procedure as 
irregular. 
The;,' were warned, how- 


ever, that all appeals would fail. 


Insull, now pictured as virtually 


without funds, was understood to 
have cabled English 
friends 
for 


money. 
It was clear he intended to 
use the several days, perhaps even 
•weeks, which he must remain in cus- 
tody here in a fight to the last ditch 
against the American government. 


The prison doctor examined Insull 


today and said he was 
suffering 


from no organic-defects. 
He was 


declared to be in 
good physical 
condition, considering his years, and 
not in any danger from his weak 
heart. 


he is placed in the hands of an Am- 
erican official, the state depart- 
ment today moved slowly in making 
arrangements to bring the former 
utility magnate back from Turkey. 


The possibility that Insull's re- 


turn might be delayed several days 
or even a week or more loomed as it 
became known the department pre- 
ferred to have him brought back on 
an American vessel. 


No decision has yet been taken as 


to whether this procedure will be 
followed, but officials were inclined 
to believe it would be safer than 
risking the danger of complications 
aboard a foreign ship or an overland 
journey to some such port as Havre, 
France.

WOULD TAP POWER FROM 


UNDERGROUND RIVER

DENVER—A mysterious under- 


ground river, believed to have been

UNEMPLOYMENT IN "GOOD" TIMES 


y 


UR1NG the last few years we have got into the habit of look- 


ing on those dim pre-depression days as on a halcyon, 


never-never time in which the grass was always green, the sun 
always shone, and every story had a happy ending. 


No depression then, no bread-lines, no bank failures—at 


least not very many; it was a fine time, and we would all like to 
get back to it and go about .sniffing the aroma of a chicken in 
every pot. 


Once in a while, though, someone rises to remind us that 


those days weren't quite as paradisical as memory persuades us 
they were. 
We had an unemployment problem even then, we 


had families that didn't know just where the next meal was 
coming from, we had discouragement and doubt and want; and 
these things were made worse by the fact that most of us pre- 
tended they didn't even exist.

* • * 


Miss Helen Hall, famous leader of the Henry Street Settle- 


ment in New York, made some pointed remarks about this sort 
of thing the other day, before a House of Representatives sub- 
committee, in the hearings on the Wa.gner-Lewis unemployment 
insurance bill. 


Away back in 1928, she pointed out, the .settlement houses 


noticed the pressure of unemployment on their people. 
Men 


lost their jobs through no fault of their own—and says Miss Hall, 
the jobless man faced "the smug impression on the part of the 
community that if he had been any good his factory would not 
have closed down or introduced new.machinery or indulged in 
style or seasonal changes."

Yes, there was an unemployment problem, paid for in 


human suffering. 
The history of the.jobless men's families, 


says Miss Hall, was "written on pawn tickets, on eviction notices,; 
on foreclosures"; children .went undernourished, and if a family 
applied for help it had-a chance, but no definite assurance, of 
getting it.

A PIECE OF PAPER 
Here's a piece of clean yellow pa-

UR1NG the last few years we have got info the habit of look­ 
ing on those dim pre-depression days as on a halcyon, 
never-never time in which the grass was always green, the sun 
always shone, and every story had a happy ending.

community that if he had been any good his factory would not 
have closed down or introduced new machinery or indulged in 
style or seasonal changes.”

The history of the jobless men’s families, 
says Miss Hall, was “written on pawn tickets, on eviction notices, 
on foreclosures” ; children went undernourished, and if a family 
applied for help it had a chance, but no definite assurance, of 
getting it. 
Now the point in raking up this ancient history is that we 
shall have the same thing to cope with even after the depres­ 
sion is over. 
The unemployment problem, like the poor, is 
always with us. 
“ It is an old story now,” says Miss Hall, “ but unfortunately 
it is still a living one.

PHILADELPHIA, April 4.—The 


validity of the gold reserve act of 
1933 may eventually be tested in the 
federal district court here, in con- 
sequence of the arrest of Charles H. 
Barlly, a Philadelphia business man 
who has been dealing in gold for 18 
years. 


Barlly was under $1,000 bail today 


pending a further hearing April 9 
.on charges of violating the gold re- 
serve act. Specifically, he is ' pur- 
ported to have paid $83 to Leon 
Stark, a postal savings clerk, for 
$5730 worth of gold coins 
which 
Stark admitted'purloining from pos- 
tal savings accounts. 


The purchase of gold coins is for- 


bidden by the terms o£ the license 
under -which the treasury depart- 
ment authorized Barlly to purchase 
scrap gold. 
"If this man can successfully defy 
the president's order, we. might as 
•well tear up the gold proclamation," 
said Captain H. Houghton, chief of 
the Philadelphia bureau of the sec- 
ret service who ordered Barlly's ar- 
rest.

for 
$57.50 worth of gold coins 
which 
Stark admitted purloining from pos­ 
tal savings accounts. 
The purchase of gold coins is for­ 
bidden by the terms of the license 
under which the treasury depart­ 
ment authorized Barlly to purchase 
scrap gold. 
“If this man can successfully defy 
the president’s order, we might as 
well tear up the gold proclamation,” 
said Captain H. Houghton, chief of 
the Philadelphia bureau of the sec­ 
ret service who ordered Barlly’s ar­ 
rest.

It was 
expected by the end of the year the 
debt would be around $28,000,000,000. 
somewhat less than was estimated in 
the budget message.

penditures by $284,000,000. 


Secretary Morgenthau announced 
that the gold profits would not be 
employed for budget balancing pur- 
poses. Of the profit $2,000,000,000 has 
been earmarked for the stabilization 
fund, although this fund never has 
been used. 


For the nine months government 


receipts, excluding the gold profit, 
amounted to $2,305,704,000, an in- 
crease of $783,000,000 over last year; 
ordinary expenditures, $1,987,000,000, 
a decrease of $896,000,000; emergency 
expenditures $2,860,900,000, an 
in- 
crease of $1,967,000,000 and total ex- 
penditures $4,848,004,000, a gain of 
$1,071,000,000. 


Shows Increase 


The public debt at the end of 


March was $26,157,509,000, an 
in- 


crease of $4,795,000,000 in a year and 
compares with the peak debt of $26,- 
596.701,000 August 31, 1919. It was 
expected by the end of the year the 
debt would be around $28,000,000,000, 
somewhat less than was estimated in 
the budget message. 


All important sources of revenue 


gained, reflecting new taxes as well 
as business recovery. 


Most ordinary expenditures were 


lower, with the exception of interest 
on the public debt which at $453,- 
262,000 compared to $420,764,000 the 
year before. This reflected the in- 
crease in the public debt, although 
lower interest rates retarded 
the 


boost somewhat.
